Residents tout 
long-term LRT plan 


MultiMlion-dollar plan would expand its reach

A multi-billion-dollar plan 
that could see new LRT 
lines stretch to communi¬ 
ties outside the city 40 
years from now appeared 
to get rave reviews from 
community groups and 
residents during a public 
hearing at City Hall yester¬ 
day. 

Administration is propos¬ 
ing a plan that could see 
many of the lines needed to 
connect Edmonton to Sher¬ 
wood Park and St. Albert us¬ 
ing low-floor LRT vehicles 
— a technology that has 
been around since the 
1980s. 

The low-floor tracks 
would be easier to integrate 
lines in mature neighbour¬ 
hoods that would allow for 
more community stops that 
could include stops along 
curbsides, said a city report. 

Christopher Spencer, a 
representative with the 


Grovenor Community 
League, says the new tracks 
would encourage more peo¬ 
ple to take transit since “it 


will be built in a civilized 
way.” 

“This is a substantial im¬ 
provement over current 


practices,” said Spencer to 
the city’s transportation 
committee during a hear¬ 
ing that included 11 speak¬ 
ers. 

“Curbside stops will cost 
hundreds of millions of dol¬ 
lars less than building fancy 
stations. It will integrate in¬ 
to communities much 
more comfortably, putting 
stops where there is de¬ 
mand in corridors where 
people live.” 

The city is envisioning 
lines be placed in the west, 
southwest, northeast, St. Al¬ 
bert and Sherwood Park 
within four decades from 
now with a price tag that 
could hover around $9 bil¬ 
lion. 

It’s expected that wintin 
a century, 499,000 riders 
would take advantage of 
transit services daily — a lot 
higher than the city’s cur¬ 
rent 53,000 riders, accord¬ 
ing to a city report. 

City council is expected 
to discuss the plan next 
week.

Father of 10 to be deported 

Former Honduran drug mule's pleas for refugee status denied 


Any hopes Fernando 
Navarro had of being 
allowed to stay in Canada 
on humanitarian grounds 
were dashed yesterday 
when immigration servic¬ 
es ordered him deported 
on June 19 — the day be¬ 
fore World Refugee Day. 

The Honduran-born 
roofer and father of 10 from 
Surrey, B.C., whose wife is 
pregnant, was denied 
refugee status because he 
once worked as a drug mule 
for a Honduran drug lord. 


Fernando said it’s unfair 
to his large family that poor 
choices he made as a youth 
could leave them without 
an income. “I was so young, 
I didn’t speak English, I was 
afraid to speak to people 
here,” Fernando said, 
adding that unfortunately 
the people who did speak 
his language were involved 
with drugs. 

Fernando reapplied to 
stay on humanitarian 
grounds, but his change of 
address paperwork was al¬ 


legedly lost and the Min¬ 
istry of Immigration closed 
his file. 

His wife Rochelle said 
their children are “devastat¬ 
ed” at the thought of losing 
Fernando, especially their 
four little girls. 

The Navarros said they 
tried to turn to their MP, 
Conservative Nina Grewal, 
for help, but she hasn’t re¬ 
turned their calls. 

When they went to the 
immigration offices yester¬ 
day for the deportation 


date, 
Rochelle 
said they 

were belit¬ 
tled by the 
staff. 

“They said 
(Fernando) 
Navarro needs to 

pack his 
stuff,” Rochelle said. “I’m 
starting to feel angry and 
mad. If we can get this (case 
heard) I feel we can stop the 
deportation.”

Brazilian military planes 
found wreckage yesterday 
from an Air France jet that 
crashed in the Atlantic 
Ocean with 228 people 
aboard, the airline’s worst 
disaster in its 75-year his¬ 
tory. 

Brazilian Defense Minis¬ 
ter Nelson Jobim said there 
was “no doubt” that a 5- 
lcilometre strip of debris in 
the high seas was from the 
Airbus A330 that went 
missing in stormy weather 
early on Monday. Experts 
were certain that all 
aboard died. 

“The remains, the wreck¬ 
age, are from the Air 
France plane,” a somber Jo¬ 
bim said at a news confer-

noured. Clearly, resign¬ 
ing in a huff is not as 
extreme as murder,

* mon ground.

are guys. Perhaps feeling 
left out because they can’t 
get pregnant, they indulge 
in righteous rage. Con¬ 
vinced that every sperm is 
sacred, that even the most 
rudimentary stages in the 
development of the human 
fetus must be protected, 
they’re not about to pause 
and allow reason to inform 
the discussion even if it 
leads to the final absurdity: 
Take life to save life. 

Frankly, I don’t like abor¬ 
tion. But I don’t like the al¬ 
ternative, which is unwant¬ 
ed pregnancy, or back- 
street butchery. And it 
seems obvious: Stem cell 
research is moral light 
years away from late-term 
abortion. The issue is com¬ 
plex and vexing, and I ap¬ 
plaud Obama’s attempt to 
find common ground. But 
in abortion, we have an is¬ 
sue that exposes civiliza¬ 
tion as a thin crust spread 
lightly over a seething 
mass of molten mayhem. 

Wise words, I fear, are 
not enough.

No new

After rehashing the 
subject yesterday, the 
NHL still has no plans to 
implement stricter rules 
on hits to the head. 

“I’m not running for of¬ 
fice here — I don’t care if 
people agree with what I 
say. I’m telling you, there 
were 30 GMs in that room 
and there’s no appetite 
for an automatic penalty 
(for a head check),” said 
Maple Leafs general man¬ 
ager Brian Burke after he 
emerged from a meeting 
of general managers and 
presidents in Toronto. 

The topic of head shots 
was, apparently, one of 
the more interesting dis¬ 
cussions during the day¬ 
long gathering. And while 
the players are expected 
to push for a penalty for 
head checking when the 
competition committee 
meets this summer, Burke 
said the “existing 
penalties make sense” 
and are liked by 
managers. 

“At some point, a player 
has a responsibility for 
keeping his head up, too,” 
said Burke. “There’s only

And, two major auto-re- 
lated “social media” initia¬ 
tives of late have been 
widely successful, and news 
travels at warp speed in 
these social media circles. 

One of those initiatives is 
the Fiesta Movement. As 
part of Ford’s social media 
blitz, 100 young, American 


trendsetters will drive and 
live with a European-spec 
Fiesta for six months, trav¬ 
elling as agents on special 
missions, who then relate 
their experiences through 
various sites. 

“We were already using 
social media as part of our 
regular communication 
channels, and that made it 
all the easier for us to try 
something as bold as the Fi¬ 
esta Movement,” notes 
Scott Monty, who heads up 
social media at Ford (his of¬ 
ficial title is global and mul¬ 
timedia communications 
manager). “YouTube videos, 
Creative Commons-licensed 
Fliclcr photos, social media 
news releases, Faceboolc 
pages, Twitter accounts, 
documents shared on 
Scribd, the development of 
TheFordStoiy.com, bloggers 
being included in media

events — it all meant that 
we were committed to this 
new form of connecting 
with customers.” 

The first major auto-relat- 
ed social media attraction 
for Canadians is hyper¬ 
cube.ca — essentially an on¬ 
line stage for 500 creative 
thinkers to demonstrate 
their social creativity in 
“Cube worthiness.” The best 
50 will win a new Nissan 
Cube (winners will be an¬ 


nounced on June 23). Win¬ 
ners will then blog regular¬ 
ly for a year, on how their 
Cubes “interact with their 
creative lives.” 

“The uniqueness of the 
Cube gave us an opportuni¬ 
ty to do something differ¬ 
ent, to veer off from our tra¬ 
ditional launch formula,” 
said Catherine Green, the 


advertising manager at Nis¬ 
san Canada. “Our ultimate 
goal is to create a communi¬ 
ty of Cube advocates, to pro¬ 
vide the content for the 
Cube community and ulti¬ 
mately become our adver¬ 
tising.” 

It seems to be working. 

When the monthlong au¬ 
dition period ended on May 


16, the hypercube.ca pages 
had garnered over 1.4 mil¬ 
lion hits, surprising Nissan 
with not only the high lev¬ 
el of engagement and cre¬ 
ativity, but also the “tweet 
ups” and other “communi¬ 
ty” activities that sprang 
up, without any prodding 
or assistance from the au¬ 
tomaker.

The redesigned Nissan

When the Nissan Murano 
first appeared, it was the 
most futuristic design 
available, especially com¬ 
pared to its competitors* * 
boxy SUVs. The Murano of¬ 
fered decent levels of 
equipment, a healthy V 6 , 
optional all-wheel drive 
and a reasonable ride. 

Fast forward to 2009, and 
the Murano’s up for its first 
makeover. Not much has 
changed in its brief — 
meaning a car-based, five- 
seat crossover — but the 
competition is much fiercer 
than in ’03. Nearly every 
manufacturer has at least 
one such vehicle in its line¬ 
up — and sometimes more. 
The question is whether 
Nissan’s evolution is 
enough to keep it relevant. 

Size-wise, the new Mura¬ 
no is within a hair of its 
predecessor, although the 
new design is edgier. Its 
snout is pointier, and the 
sculptured front fenders 
mean it’s difficult to know 
where its comers are. The 
rear follows the general 
themes from the Nissan 
Rogue, and doesn’t match 
the front’s drama. 

All Muranos feature Nis¬ 
san’s 3.5-litre V6 with 265 
hp and 248 lb-ft of torque, 
matched with a continually 
variable transmission (CVT).

All that is thrown 
into one of Nissan’s better 
cabin designs — roomy sec¬ 
ond row and cargo space, 
bright and legible gauges, 
easy-to-fmd controls, and 
better-than-average materi¬ 
als. 

On the road, the Mura¬ 
no’s habits are merely OK. 
It’s not sporty, with too 
much lean and vague steer¬ 
ing, but the suspension 
thumps over the smallest 
imperfections. There’s a lot 
Nissan could do to improve 
this for future releases. Per¬ 
formance-wise, acceleration 
is strong and the CVT works 
well enough that you never 
notice it. 

Despite the Murano’s 
many features and styling, 
the problem is its pricing. 
Similar offerings from Ford 
and Infmiti are cheaper, 
meaning other than styling 
and brand loyalty, there is¬ 
n’t anything outstanding 
enough about the Murano 
to make it worthy of recom¬ 
mendation.

Solar car kings 

Canadian teams shining on world stage

When it comes to alterna¬ 
tive fuel technologies, so¬ 
lar power usually comes 
up short of hydrogen fuel 
cells or battery-powered 
exotics. Despite our 
unpredictable weather, 
Canada's place in the 
solar-car kingdom is excel¬ 
lent, with a couple of uni¬ 
versities putting in 
outstanding performances 
not only in North 
America, but against the 
world's best. 

The University of Water¬ 
loo, located in Canada’s 
technology capital in Water¬ 
loo, Ont., has over 20 years 
of experience in designing, 
building and competing 
with solar-powered race- 
cars. Starting with the inau¬ 
gural General Motors Sun- 
rayce Challenge in 1990, 
the Midnight Sun team is 
the only Canadian solar-car 
team to consistently have 
qualified and raced in every 
North American event. And, 
the team set a Guinness 
World Record in 2004 by 
travelling 15,070 km back 
and forth across the United 
States for 41 straight days, 
the longest single journey 
made by a solar-powered 
vehicle, and more than dou¬ 
ble the previous record. 

Midnight Sun’s co-busi¬ 
ness manager Cody Biyant 
said he was quickly attract¬ 
ed to the program. 

“I had always had a keen 
interest in cars and the op¬ 
portunity to work with such 
a unique project appealed 
greatly to me,” he said. 

The team consists of 30 
core members, with more 
than 200 student volunteers 
participating in the pro¬ 
gram’s two-year cycle. Wa¬ 
terloo is usually the top 
Canadian team during the 
North American Solar Chal¬ 
lenge (NASC) and the World 
Solar Challenge (WSC), held 
every other year in Australia. 

If Waterloo represents 
the Yankees of the Canadi¬ 
an solar-car competitions, 
the University of Calgary 
must be like the Florida 
Marlins: relatively new on 
the scene, but already 
fighting with and beating 
the heavyweights. 

While only having built 
two cars to Waterloo’s 
nine, Calgaiy’s team has 
made their efforts count, 
being the first rookies to 
complete an NASC in 2005, 
and finishing the 2005 
WSC first in class with 
their Soleon racecar. After 
building Schulich 1 in 
2007, U of C was the top- 
ranking Canadian team in 
the ’07 WSC, upsetting Wa¬ 


terloo in the process. 

“We currently have ap¬ 
proximately 35 students 
working on the engineer¬ 
ing team, and about 10 stu¬ 
dents working on the busi¬ 


ness team, all from a vari¬ 
ety of faculties,” says Jeff 
Wiclcenheiser, project co¬ 
chair and engineering 
manager for the University 
of Calgary team.

Ready for the racetrack 

Porsche 911GT3 packs too much punch for the daily driver

From day one, Porsche’s 
philosophy has been to 
build sports cars that are 
as equally happy on the 
road as on the racetrack. 
Drive your Porsche to the 
local circuit, thrash it like a 
rented mule and Dr. Ferdi¬ 
nand Porsche smiles at 
you from the beyond. 

Then there are some 
that are more track ready 
than others. 

The $138,100 2010 

Porsche 911 GT3, which 
tilts heavily toward the 
racing side of the equa¬ 
tion, will be arriving in 
Canada sometime in July, 
It is a significantly upgrad¬ 
ed version of the 2008 997- 
based GT3. 


The GT3’s diy-sump nat¬ 
urally aspirated 3.8L flat- 
six, (which is not related 
to the direct-injection 3.8L 
in the “regular” Carrera S), 
traces its lineage back to 
the 1996 Porsche 911 GT1 
racer. 

It makes 435 hp at 7600 
rpm and 317 lb-ft at 6250 
rpm. This is up 20 horses 
and 17 lb-ft over last year’s 
3.6L version of the same 
powerplant. It rips to a 
8500 rpm redline and pow¬ 
ers the rear wheels via a 
six-speed manual transmis¬ 
sion with interchangable 
gear ratios. 

No seven-speed PDK 
twin-clutch transmission? 
This would have added 
another 30 kg right where 
this rear-engined sling¬ 
shot doesn’t need it — out 
back.

In the 
post-card perfect part of 
Germany where I tested 
the GTS, it proved to be a 
devastatingly fast and pre¬ 
cise tool. Steering and 
chassis feedback come at 
you in beautiful hi-defini- 
tion. 

The engine shows im¬ 
pressive mid-range torque, 


and above 4500 r.p.m. it 
bellows a particularly hair- 
raising rendition of the 
famed Swabian Symphony 
No. 911 in G-willilcers. 

Porsche’s two-stage 
PASM active damper sys¬ 
tem, which takes the 
sting out of regular 911 
ride, is retuned for the 
GT3 — it goes from firm 
to ox-cart. 

A first for the GT3 is 
PSM electronic stability 
control that has been en¬ 
gineered to help, not hin¬ 
der fast driving. Porsche 
claims even professional 
drivers can attain faster 
laps with PSM that with¬ 
out. The two elements of 
PSM, stability control and 
traction control, can be

switched off individually 
if so desired. 

With the new rear wing 
and revised aero tuning, 
the 2010 GT3 creates dou¬ 
ble the downforce of the 
previous model at track 
speeds. Indeed, on our au¬ 
tobahn blast I could feel 
the car become more sta¬ 
ble the farther north we 
got of 200 km/h. 

This is the time when 
you think about retarda¬ 
tion. Braking power is 
phenomenal, with larger 
front (380mm vs 350 mm) 
yet lighter steel/alu¬ 
minum composite discs 
clamped by six-piston 
front calipers.

U.S. President Barack 
Obama has declared that 
cars made in the United 
States would have to meet 
a target of an average 35.5 
mpg by 2016, with reduc¬ 
tions starting in 2012.

Carmakers will 
have to work hard and 
spend money they don’t 
have, to phase out the gas- 
guzzlers in their portfolios 
and introduce energy-sip- 
pers. 

No wonder American au¬ 
tomakers and Bush’s oil- 
barons had been resisting 
cuts for years. It’s going to 
be especially hard for 
those whose most success¬ 
ful cars are SUV and high- 
performance models. 

The other issue is that it 
takes time for the technol¬ 
ogy to get on the road. It 
takes the average car pro¬ 
duced by a major carmaker 
at least four years to go 
from initial design to deal¬ 
ership forecourt, via mar¬ 
keting, engineering, safety 
testing, and factory floor. 

Developing new technol¬ 
ogy is phenomenally ex¬ 
pensive, then creating the 
plants that can produce 
cars with the new technol¬ 
ogy is more expense still. 
This is why manufacturers 
often share platforms like 
the Ford Ka and the Fiat 
500, for example. 

Most carmakers have 
been going eco for the last 
few years, but progress is 
slow. So what’s in the 
pipeline? The current eco¬ 
nomic climate as well as 
our eco expectations will 
shape the next few years 

— most people will be 
looking to buy smaller, 
cheaper-to-fuel cars. Expect 
more electric cars in three 

year’s time; 
by 2016

models. They might have 
smaller, more ecological 
batteries, and the way 
they’re made and the ener¬ 
gy that fuels them might be 
more sustainable too.

Buzios beach life 

How a fishing village became 
Brazil's answer to St. Tropez

In the ’60s, the actress 
Brigitte Bardot, the 
biggest diva of the French 
film at the time, came to 
Brazil and was taken on 
holiday by friends to 
Armagao dos Buzios, a 
small fishing village close 
to Rio de Janeiro. 

As soon as she set eyes 
on the almost untouched, 
extraordinarily beautiful 
white sand beaches, she 
fell in love with the place. 

Today, a bronze sculp¬ 
ture on Armagao Beach 
pays homage to the French 
starlet who first drew the 
world’s attention to this 
Brazilian beach resort. 
Ever since, Buzios has be¬ 
come one of the hottest 
tourist destinations in Rio 
de Janeiro State, attracting 
visitors from all over the 
world, many of them 
celebrities including Mick 
Jagger, Cat Stevens and 
Seal. 

Buzios has a population 
of less than 25,000, but 
that number increases by 
around three times during 
weekends and holidays. 
Despite being a hugely 
popular destination, 
Buzios still keeps an at¬ 
mosphere that evokes its 
early days as a simple fish¬ 
ing village. 

It’s known throughout 


Brazil for the beauty of its 
azure sea, the cleanliness 
of its sand and the variety 
of its beaches. 

It’s a popular destination 
for water sports fans, but 
it’s also perfect for those 
who are just looking to re¬ 
lax and unwind, which is 
why it’s such a favourite 
with celebrities taking a re¬ 
treat. 

There are plenty of top 
restaurants, fancy spas and 
boutique hotels catering to 
the jet set, but holidaying 
here is not just for the rich 
and famous — the city has 
hotels, inns and hostels for 
all kinds of budgets. 

It also doesn't matter 
what kind of beach you 
like: You’ll find one that 
suits you well in Buzios. 
The city has more than 20 
of them, each one with a 
different profile. 

Geriba is probably the 
most famous and busiest 
beach in town. Located by 
open sea, it has clear water 
and it’s a good place for 
practising water sports. 
Plenty of small, very cosy 
inns can be found along 
the shoreline. 

Not very far from there, 
Ferradurinha Beach is 
probably one the most 
beautiful spots in the 
whole country. Minuscule, 
it is not as charming as it 
used to be decades ago, 
when it was more difficult 


to access than it is today. 
Still, its landscape alone 
merits a visit. 

If you can’t resist para- 
dise-lilce beaches, then the 
ones on your list should in¬ 
clude Azeda, Azedinha, 
Joao Fernandes, Joao Fer- 
nandinho and Das Focas. 
But bear in mind that 
some of them can’t be 
reached by car, only on 
foot. 

Divers must try Tartaru- 
ga Beach. And those who 
like a challenging, agitated 
sea should look for Praia 
Brava, which means “an¬ 
gry beach” in Portuguese. 

People with little chil¬ 
dren, on the other hand, 
should go to Ferradura

Beach, with its very calm 
water. In Portuguese, Fer¬ 
radura means “horseshoe,” 
and the beach is so named 
because it looks like one. 

Rua das Pedras: Buzios' 
trendiest spot 

The city is very busy dur¬ 
ing the day, but it also 
boasts a lively nightlife. 
The heart of Buzios’ night 
time activities is concen¬ 
trated around Rua das Pe¬ 
dras (Stone Street), close to 
Armagao Beach. 

As the name says, the

street is completely paved 
with stones, giving the 
place a rustic charm. Along 
the street you can find a 
lot of good restaurants, 
bars, and souvenir stores. 
There are also trendy 
clothes shops, and a few 
nightclubs full of beauti¬ 
ful, tanned people and the 


odd celebrity. 

Some of the restaurants 
on Rua das Pedras have a 
great view of the sea — 
and of Bardot’s seaside 
statue. Very early in the 
morning, it’s possible to 
see fishermen on “jan- 
gadas” (small boats) on 
their way to the high sea.

Chiropody is for doctors 
who love a quick hit of 
success. “I’ve seen an eld¬ 
erly lady walking in with 
two canes ending up walk¬ 
ing without a cane. Those 
are the kinds of things 
that will stay with you for¬ 
ever,” says Andrew 
Springer, a chiropodist in 
Oshawa, Ont. 

“Career-wise, it’s a won¬ 
derful opportunity for peo¬ 
ple who like immediate 
gratification because you 
get to impact on their quali¬ 
ty of life,” he explains. “I’ve 
often said to family doctors 


that we’re luckier than they 
are, because so often people 
go in (to family doctors) 
when they’re sick and they 
don’t see them again until 
they’re sick again. We get to 
make them feel better.” 

Springer started out in 
zoology, but both of his par¬ 
ents independently suggest¬ 
ed chiropody to him. “I de¬ 
cided to check it out. I had 
to chose between bugs and 
people, and people it was,” 
the past president of the 
Ontario Society of Chi¬ 
ropodists explains. 

Springer has been work¬ 
ing since 1983 in many hos¬ 
pitals and health-care clin¬ 
ics. Like most chiropodists, 
wound up in private prac¬ 
tice. He says chiropodists 
work hand in hand — or 
foot in foot? — with other 
doctors. 

“We have to understand

about all the body systems 
and how they’re integrated. 
We have to be in a position 
to recognize other condi¬ 
tions so we can refer appro¬ 
priately,” he says. “If you 
stick with a rational treat¬ 
ment plan for somebody, 90

per cent of time you see an 
improvement in their com¬ 
fort. It really can be a quali¬ 
ty of life issue.” 

Problems of the feet 
sometimes point to bigger 
issues. When Springer 
worked in a general hospi¬ 
tal, he had to rush a patient 
to emergency. “The evi¬ 
dence I saw in front of me 
was that he’d recently had a 


stroke and he didn’t even 
know.” 

The victim had sat down 
in his La-Z-Boy and couldn’t 
get up. He had problems 
walking and went to 
Stringer in the hopes a shoe 
insert would sort things 
out. “They think it’s noth¬ 
ing related to anything big¬ 
ger, ‘My feet just aren’t 
working properly.’” 

To become a chiropodist, 
you need an undergraduate 
degree before studying at a 
health institute that teaches 
chiropody. 

“It prepares people to 
deal with all the diseases, 
disorders and dysfunctions 
of the foot,” says Springer.

Will Ferrell is back with Land of the Lost

Will Ferrell just wants to be 
taken seriously. The comic 
actor, who got his start on 
Saturday Night Live and 
has gone on to become 
one of the biggest comedy 
stars in Hollywood, loves 
making films like this 
week's Land of the Lost, 
don't get him wrong. But 
what he’s really looking for 
is another Stranger Than 
Fiction, his critically 
acclaimed 2006 foray into 
more dramatic work. 

“They’re more difficult to 
find for me,” Ferrell says of 
projects like Stranger Than 
Fiction. “I’m still not 
thought of in that way. I’m 


still thought of more as just 
comedy.” And with good 
reason. Ferrell’s penchant 
for playing 

blowhards and 
self-important 
buffoons has 
led to some 
major box of¬ 
fice success¬ 
es. 

And he 
hopes to add 
to that list with 
Land of the Lost, 
based on the popular Sat¬ 
urday morning kids’ show 
by Sid and Marty Kroft. The 
film gives him a chance to 
work with one of his new 
favourite cohorts, Danny 
McBride. And both Ferrell 
and McBride are known for 
their improvisational skills. 


“I shouldn’t say this, but 
there’s really no trick to it,” 
Ferrell says of improv. “You 
just film, and if it 
works great, and if 
it doesn’t you 
don’t use it.” 
Still, though he 
has such a 
strong improv 
background, 
Ferrell doesn’t 
automatically 
turn to it. “I’m the 
first person in sup¬ 
port of doing the scene as 
written. Even though we 
love doing this, I’m always 
in fear that we’re skipping 
past the written scene too 
quickly to get to the im¬ 
prov.” 

For all his hit comedies, 
including Anchorman and 


Talladega Nights, the actor 
has so far eschewed sequels 
or creating franchises, 
something producers and 
studios certainly aren’t 
thrilled about. But Ferrell 
says it’s less about not 
wanting to appear to be 
cashing in and more about 
not repeating himself. 


“There are tons of original 
stories and brand-new char¬ 
acters to try as opposed to 
just automatically doing a 
sequel,” Ferrell says. 

Still, it’s not out of the 
question. “We’ve just start¬ 
ed playing around with the 
idea of Anchorman as a se¬ 
quel,” Ferrell admits. 


“That’s really found a 
foothold in the comedy cult 
world. It would be a lark to 
do that.” 

One character that he did 
recently revisit was George 
W. Bush, an impersonation 
he made famous back on 
SNL. Ferrell recently re¬ 
ceived an Emmy nomina¬ 
tion for his limited-run 
Broadway show lampoon¬ 
ing the former president, 
You’re Welcome America: A 
Final Night with George W. 
Bush. 

“There’s this image that 
I’ve been doing a Bush im¬ 
personation every weekend 
somewhere around the 
country for five years now,” 
Ferrell says, though he 
stopped playing bush when 
he left SNL in 2002. “It was 
a fun thing to revisit and al¬ 
so put to bed at the same 
time.” 



Salinger sues 
over Catcher 
sequel 

books J.D. Salinger yester¬ 
day sued the writer and 
publisher of a book billed 
as a sequel to his classic 
novel The Catcher in the 
Rye, saying the work 
infringes on his copyright. 

Salinger is asking a 
judge to block publication

“The sequel is not a paro¬ 
dy and it does not 
comment upon or criticize 
the original. It is a rip-off 
pure and simple,” said the 
lawsuit.

the death of the toddler 
her daughter was babysit¬ 
ting to the passing of 
Natasha Richardson, fe- 
malefirst.co.uk reports. 

Melissa Parish — who 
was married to Thornton 
for two years before they 
split in 1980 — has defend¬ 
ed their daughter Amanda 
Brumfield, who has been 
charged with alleged child 
neglect after the one-year- 
old girl she was caring for 
died after falling from her 
playpen. 

Brumfield allegedly wit¬ 
nessed the accident, which 


took place in her home in 
Ocoee, Fla., last October, 
but failed to call an ambu¬ 
lance, the website re¬ 
ports. Brumfield 
insists the baby 
seemed “happy 
and playful.” 

Parish thinks 
her daughter 
should not be 
blamed for the 
death because she 
had no way 
of know¬ 
ing the 
baby 
was in¬ 
jured. 

She 


likened the accident to the 
death of Natasha Richard¬ 
son, who passed away ear¬ 
lier this year after a ski¬ 
ing accident, even 
though she felt fine 
after the fall. 

Parish explained: 
“When you have a 
situation that does 
not indicate distress. 
There are no signs of 
distress, then there is 
no reason to 
immediately 
call police.” 
More 

than two 
hours after 
the fall, 


Brumfield allegedly awoke 
from a nap to find the tod¬ 
dler “limp.” Doctors later 
discovered she had died as 
a result of a fractured skull 
and a subdural hematoma. 

Detectives investigating 
the case claim Brumfield’s 
story is inconsistent with 
the girl’s injuries and 
charged her with child 
neglect causing harm or 
disability on Friday. 

She was later released on 
bail. 

Thornton’s publicist said 
the actor hasn’t spoken to 
Brumfield for “a substan¬ 
tial number of years.”

Indian-style 
Broiled Chicken 

INGREDIENTS: 

4 skinless boneless chicken 
breast halves 
Canola oil for brushing 
Lemon or lime wedges, to 
serve 

Fresh cilantro sprigs 

YOGURT MARINADE 

1 garlic clove, crushed 
1 tbsp (15 ml) minced fresh 
ginger 

11/2 tsp (7 ml) tomato paste 
11/2 tsp (7 ml) garam 
masala or curry powder 
11/2 tsp (7 ml) ground 
coriander 

11/2 tsp (7 ml) ground 
cumin 

1/4 tsp (1 ml) ground 
turmeric 

Pinch cayenne pepper, or to 
taste 

7 tbsp (100 ml) plain low-fat 
yogurt 

RAITA 

11/2 cups (375 ml) plain 
low-fat yogurt 
1 cucumber, about 10 oz 
(300 g), quartered and seed¬ 
ed 

1 small tomato, seeded and 
finely chopped 
1/2 tsp (2 ml) ground corian¬ 
der 

1/2 tsp (2 ml) ground cumin 
Pinch cayenne pepper 
Pinch salt 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat broiler to high. 
For marinade, put garlic, 
ginger, tomato paste, garam 
masala, cilantro, cumin, 
turmeric, cayenne and yo¬ 
gurt into bowl and whisk. 
Transfer to bowl large 
enough to hold all chicken 
pieces. 

2. Score two slits on each 
side of chicken breasts. 
Place in marinade, turning 
to coat and rubbing 



marinade into slits (If you 
have time, leave chicken to 
marinate in refrigerator 
overnight). 

3. Brush broiler rack with 
oil, then place chicken 
pieces on top. Broil, turning 
and basting with remaining 
marinade, until chicken is 
tender, juices run clear 
when chicken is pierced 
with knife, and marinade 
looks lightly charred, 12 to 
15 minutes. 

4. Meanwhile, make raita. 
Place yogurt in bowl. 
Coarsely grate cucumber, 
then squeeze to remove as 
much moisture as possible. 
Stir cucumber, tomato, 
ground coriander, cumin, 
cayenne, and salt into 
yogurt. Spoon raita into 
serving bowl. 

5. Transfer chicken pieces 
to serving plate. Add lemon 
or lime wedges and garnish 
with cilantro sprigs. Serve 
with raita on side.
